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Crews shine during snow recovery

Just as Green County is 
recovering from the Presi¬ 
dent’s Day snowstorm, the 
forecast is for another round 
of wintry weather today and 
tomorrow with up to eight 
inches or more of snow pos¬ 
sible. 

With the experience of the 
recent storm, area residents 
will be more prepared to ride 
out the inclement weather 
with even more confidence 
in transportation and emer¬ 
gency crews after those agen¬ 
cies received high praise for 
their response to the previ¬ 
ous storm. 

Green County Judge- 
Executive John Frank, who 
took office in January, said 
he always knew that Green 
County roadways seemed to 
be in good order quickly af¬ 
ter a snowfall, but the storm 
opened his eyes to the dedi¬ 
cation that requires. 

“Before I became county 
judge I had no idea what all 
went on,” he said. “Just on

the county road crew alone, 
we have seven county road 
employees with 85 years 
of experience and if you let 
them they will work 24 hours 
a day nonstop.” 


Franks said that he had 
to make county road employ¬ 
ees go home at times to get 
some rest and come back in 
the morning. 

“Every one of them worked 


at least 80 hours that week,” 
he said. “Some worked 18-20 
hour days without stopping 
and they covered every coun¬ 
ty road, all 400-plus miles, 
at least three or four times 


just trying to keep up with 
the snow.” 

The county has eight vehi¬ 
cles that can be used in snow 
emergencies and several 
county magistrates pitched 
in to help, including one 
whose business shut down 
during the storm. 

“We had one magistrate, 
Tim Darnell,D-2nd, who 
came in and worked a lot of 
hours,” Frank said. “His em¬ 
ployer, Nally and Haydon, 
could not work during the 
snow and since he couldn’t 
go to work he came in and 
helped us out. A lot of the 
other magistrates did their 
part too.” 

Frank said that county 
roadways are evaluated by 
the imminent danger level 
and expected traffic use on 
each to set priorities, but ev¬ 
ery county road is given at¬ 
tention. 

The State Transportation 
Cabinet crew also worked 
around the clock to clear the 
county’s 176 miles of state-

County property 
tax delinquency 
payment rate low

A report Sunday that thou- 
sands of Kentuckians shirk 
tax bills is little reflected in 
Green County, local authori¬ 
ties said. 

The final accounting on 
delinquent taxes occurs each 
April, so the total 2015 figures 
are not yet available, but so 
far, Green Countians are pay¬ 
ing their property tax bills on 
time for the most part. 

Taxes that were not paid 
by Dec. 31 are assessed with a 
penalty, but are not declared 
delinquent until they remain 
unpaid after April 15. 

Green County Deputy 
SheriffTim Stumph said that 
through Monday, 471 proper¬ 
ty tax bills, worth $148,000, 
had not yet been paid. That 
is 1.67 percent of the total 


mailed in October. 

Greensburg Mayor Lisle 
Cheatham said 100 tax bils, 
or just about 8 percent of the 
total city property tax bills 
have yet to be paid. On aver¬ 
age over the past 10 years, 
approximately 34 bills go to 
delinquency each year. 

Both the Mayor and Depu¬ 
ty Sheriff said that numerous 
people wait until they receive 
their income tax refunds to 
pay their property tax bills, 
so both expect a relatively 
small delinquency rate by 
April 15. 

Green County Attorney 
Russ Goff’s office becomes in¬ 
volved in delinquent county 
tax bills after the April dead¬ 
line. The city does not pursue 
the delinquent bills, Mayor 
Cheatham said because of 
the relatively low amounts 
involved. 


Former GC educator 
indicted in McCreary

A former Green County 
High School teacher and bas¬ 
ketball coach faces charges 
following an alleged indict¬ 
ment in another county in 
which he has coached and 
taught. 

Toby Curry, who is an as¬ 
sistant Adair County High 
School basketball coach, was 
arrested Thursday before the 
Indians’ District 20 tourna¬ 
ment game in Campbells- 
ville. 

Kentucky State Police ar¬ 
rested Curry, 38, following 
an indictment in McCreary 
County charging him with 
using a cell phone to induce 
a minor to engage in sexual 
acts. The incident allegedly 
occurred Oct. 21, 2014. He 
was indicted in the McCreary 
County Circuit Court on Feb. 
23. Following his arrest, Cur¬ 
ry was released on a $10,000 
cash bond. 

Curry, a 1995 graduate 


Coun¬ 
ty High 
School, is 
an English 
teacher at 
ACHS. 

Prior to 
returning 
to Adair 
County, 

Curry was the McCreary 
Central girls’ basketball 
coach from 2011-14. He was 
the Green County Dragons’ 
boys basketball coach for four 
seasons from 2004-08. 

Adair County School Su¬ 
perintendent Alan Reed said 
Curry has been placed on ad¬ 
ministrative leave. 

“The indictment spells 
out alleged conduct that we 
would deem unacceptable by 
an employee of Adair County 
schools,” Reed said in a press 
release. “This is a very unfor¬ 
tunate incident for us and I 
will be following the outcome 
closely.”

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Senate diligent as legislative session’s end nears 


As we approach the 
final days of the 2015 
legislative session, we 
have been working 
diligently to complete 
our consideration of 
Senate bills, while also 
vetting legislation that 
has passed the House 
chamber. We will be¬ 
gin considering several 
House bills this week 
and on Monday (March 
2), the Senate plans to 
pass the first bill to re¬ 
ceive the approval of 
both legislative Cham¬ 
bers. 

A major focus for 
both chambers last 
week was the approach 
to combat heroin in the 
Commonwealth. The 
House’s measure was 
presented in the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee on Wednesday and 
our Senate Bill 5 was 
discussed in the House 
Judiciary Committee 
on Thursday, both infor¬ 
mational hearings only. 
It is imperative that we 
find common ground 
on this legislation and

make an impact on the 
heroin epidemic that 
has plagued so many 
Kentuckians in recent 
years. 

The Senate passed 
Senate Bill 110, which 
would create a new 
opportunity for Ken¬ 
tucky’s students by 
translating education 
into jobs. The bill en¬ 
ables Kentucky high 
school juniors and se¬ 
niors, who have earned 
scholarship money 
through the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES) 
Program, to take up to 
six hours of dual credit 
courses from an ac¬ 
credited college or an 
industry-recognized 
program offering certi¬ 


fication or licensure in 
a skilled trade. 

We also adopted a 
concurrent resolution 
that I sponsored in SCR 
103. It directs the Leg¬ 
islative Research Com¬ 
mission to establish the 
Kentucky Workforce 
Oversight Task Force 
to study and develop 
recommendations con¬ 
cerning the benefits, 
investments, and fund¬ 
ing of workforce educa¬ 
tion, which is estimated 
at approximately $900 
million per year. 

A Georgetown Uni¬ 
versity Center on Ed¬ 
ucation study found 
there would be 55 mil¬ 
lion job openings in the 
U.S. economy through 
2020. Of this total, 24 
million openings will 
be from newly created 
jobs and 31 million 
openings will be due to 
retirements of the baby 
boomer generation. 
The same study also 
found that as a nation, 
we will fall short in fill¬ 
ing those positions by 


approximately 5 mil¬ 
lion skilled workers. 
We have to find a way 
to make sure Kentuck¬ 
ians have the proper 
skills and preparation 
for new jobs that will 
become available in 
the Commonwealth in 
the coming years. 

Senate Bill 134 also 
passed, which would 
prohibit the purchase 
of Kentucky Lottery 
tickets over the inter¬ 
net with a credit card. 
Instead, the legisla¬ 
tion would require cus¬ 
tomers to purchase a 
lottery-issued, prepaid 
card from a retailer. 
This measure would 
benefit local retailers 
who make a commis¬ 
sion on lottery sales 
and also gives those 
business owners more 
foot traffic to retail es¬ 
tablishments. 

The Senate also 
passed measures to 
save money through ef¬ 
ficient elections. Senate 
Bill 93 would move all 
elections of Kentucky’s 


statewide constitu¬ 
tional officers to even- 
numbered years in con- 
j unction with Federal 
elections. By doing this, 
state and local govern¬ 
ments would achieve 
significant savings. 
Because the elections 
would coincide with 
Federal elections, vot¬ 
er turnout also would 
likely increase. Statis¬ 
tics prove that more 
voters go to the polls for 
Federal elections. 

Senate Bill 186 
passed which modern¬ 
izes Kentucky’s regu¬ 
lations on high-volume 
hydraulic fracturing 
also referred to as 
“fracking.” The legis¬ 
lation would mandate 
energy companies to 
notify nearby land- 
owners of any planned 
fracking process, clean 
up the site before aban¬ 
doning it, and dispose of 
the chemicals used. 

The chamber also 
passed Senate Bill 85, 
which would provide for 
a permanent restrain¬ 


ing order for victims of 
sex offenses that would 
go into effect automati¬ 
cally upon a conviction 
or plea of guilty for a 
violation. This legis¬ 
lation protects these 
victims by establish¬ 
ing that a violation of 
the restraining order 
would result in a Class 
A misdemeanor. The 
courts would determine 
the length of the actual 
restraining order and 
the circuit clerk would 
be required to notify 
the Law Information 
Network of Kentucky 
within 24 hours of en¬ 
try of said restraining 
order. 

All these bills now 
move to the House for 
consideration. If you 
have any questions or 
comments about the is¬ 
sues or any other public 
policy issue, please call 
me toll-free at 1-800- 
372-7181.

All of them came into 
play last week as the 
House worked through 
the remainder of our 
high-profile bills and 
many others that are 
also now ready for the 
Senate’s consideration. 

One of the most far- 
reaching to pass would 
go a long way in reduc¬ 
ing the significant long¬ 
term liability facing the

Kentucky Teachers’ Re¬ 
tirement System. 

As anyone who has 
followed this issue - or 
has a 401(k) - knows, 
the last decade has not 
been an easy one for re¬ 
tirement accounts. That 
has been especially true 
for the public pension 
plans for our teachers 
and state and local gov¬ 
ernment employees. 

Two years ago, the 
General Assembly en¬ 
acted legislation de¬

cent year studied, that 
system earned more 
than 18 percent. Its 
average annual rate of 
return over the last five 
years is nearly 14 per¬ 
cent, and its 20-year an¬ 
nual rate is 8.2 percent, 
or about double what 
the current borrowing 
costs would be. 

Issuing $3.3 billion 
in bonds would be an 
unprecedented step, 
but we face an unprec¬ 
edented problem. Many 
understandably worry 
about the additional 
debt, but the reality is 


that the long-term li¬ 
ability is a debt as well. 
The longer we wait to 
act, the more difficult 
it will be for the sys¬ 
tem, and ultimately the 
state, to meet our obli¬ 
gations a decade or two 
from now. 

This becomes even 
more critical when con- 
sideringthat teachers do 
not receive Social Secu¬ 
rity retirement benefits 
because of the way the 
system was structured 
decades ago. 

While this plan does 
not erase KTRS’ long¬ 


term liability, it is de¬ 
signed to give us the 
time we need to get to 
that point. On top of 
that, the debt service 
payments would be 
covered by re-purpos- 
ing money the state is 
already providing to 
KTRS. 

As we wait to see how 
theSenateresponds,the 
House took up another 
issue on Tuesday that 
is expected to receive 
a positive reception in 
that chamber.

As the unemployment rate ticks slowly down in this country, we should be thankful. In most 
European countries, unemployment rates are still above 10% and in Spain it is over 25% and 
nearly 50% for those under 25 years of age.

College students 
should take FAFSA 
verification process 
seriously. 

The federal gov¬ 
ernment requires col¬ 
leges to verify the in¬ 
formation submitted 
by many students on 
the Free Application 
for Federal Student 
Aid. 

The FAFSA is the 
form used to apply 
for most federal and 
many state student 
aid programs. It asks 
detailed questions 
about the income and 
resources of students 
and their parents if 
the students are con¬ 
sidered dependent 


students. 

The college or, in 
some cases, an agen¬ 
cy working with the 
college will contact 
students to let them 
know if their data is 
being verified. 

Students and par¬ 
ents need to take 
that process seri¬ 
ously, according to 
the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority. Students 
chosen for verifica¬ 
tion cannot receive 
their financial aid 
until they have com¬ 
pleted the process.

to Higher Interest Rates? 


How Should You Respond to Higher 
Inlf the Federal Reserve (Fed) raises 
short-term interest rates this year, as 
many financial professionals predict, 
what will it mean to you? As a consumer, 
you might experience the “ripple” effects 
if long-term interest rates eventually fol¬ 
low suit, affecting mortgages and other 
loans. But as an investor, you might 
quickly feel the impact of a move by the 
Fed — especially if you own bonds. 

In fact, the value of your existing 
bonds might drop noticeably if interest 
rates were to rise. That’s because no one 
will give you full price for your lower- 
paying bonds when new bonds are be¬ 
ing issued at a higher interest rate. So if 
you want to sell your bonds, you might 
have to take a loss on them. 

Of course, if you were always plan¬ 
ning to hold your bonds until maturity, 
you might not be overly concerned with 
falling prices. Assuming your bond is¬ 
suers don’t default — and defaults are 
rare among “investment grade” bonds 
— you will continue collecting regu¬ 
lar interest payments until your bonds 
mature, at which point they will be 
redeemed at full face value. Further¬ 
more, just owning bonds can help you 
diversify your portfolio, which might 
otherwise be dominated by stocks and 
therefore be susceptible to big swings 
in value. (While diversification can help 
reduce the effects of volatility, it can’t 
guarantee a profit or protect against 
loss.) 

However, it’s still useful to be aware 
of the effects of rising interest rates 
on bonds of different maturities. Typi¬ 
cally, when rates rise, long-term bonds 
will fall in value more than short-term 
bonds. So if you only owned long-term 
bonds, your portfolio could take a big¬ 
ger hit than if you owned both short- 


and long-term bonds. Again, this might 
not be a big issue if you intend to hold 
bonds until they mature — but if your 
plans change, a drop in value in your 
bond holdings could be cause for con¬ 
cern. Furthermore, if you just owned 
long-term bonds, your money would 
be tied up, thereby not allowing you to 
take advantage of newly issued, higher¬ 
paying bonds. 

You can help protect yourself against 
the potential negative effects of rising 
interest rates by incorporating a “fixed- 
income ladder” in your portfolio. You 
can build this ladder by purchasing 
fixed-income securities — such as cor¬ 
porate or municipal bonds — in various 
maturities. With your ladder in place, 
a portion of your portfolio matures at 
regular intervals. Consequently, you 
can benefit from any increase in inter¬ 
est rates by reinvesting your maturing 
bonds at the higher rate. And if interest 
rates should fall, you still have your lon¬ 
ger-term bonds working for you. (Gen¬ 
erally, longer-term vehicles pay higher 
rates than shorter-term ones.) 

Even if the Fed does raise short¬ 
term rates in 2015, it doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily signal the start of a trend. Interest 
rate movements are notoriously hard 
to predict — and you probably won’t 
help yourself by trying to “time” your 
investment decisions based on where 
rates may be heading. But techniques 
such as a fixed-income ladder can work 
for you in all interest rate environments. 
So as you think about how you’ll invest 
in bonds in the years ahead, keep this 
type of “all-weather” strategy in mind. 
It may be able to help you keep the 
“guesswork” to a minimum.

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Dragons fall to Caverna in district tourney

The Green Coun¬ 
ty Dragons lost the 
district tournament 
championship game, 
75-66, Friday night to 
Caverna after knock¬ 
ing off the host Larue 
County Hawks in the 
opening round game. 

Green County was 
the defending district 
tournament champi¬ 
ons and were hoping 
to repeat as champi¬ 
ons which no Green 
County team has done 
since three consecutive 
district championships 
in the 1974-75-76 sea¬ 
sons. 

Last year’s district 
championship was the 
first for Green Coun¬ 
ty’s boys’ team since 
2008 but Head Coach 
Keith Young’s Dragons 
have made it to the re¬ 
gion both years under 
his coaching. They had 
also been district run¬ 
ner-up in 2012, 2010 
and 2009. 

This was the third 
meeting for Green 
County and Caverna 
this season. The Drag¬ 
ons lost 68-67 at home 
and fell 76-71 at Cav¬ 
erna. 

In both of this year’s 
district tournament 
games, Green County 
has gotten off to a good 
start. In this game, 
Green County had 
leads of 7-0 and even¬ 
tually a 13-4 margin 
before Caverna called 
a timeout with 4:41 
remaining in the first 
quarter. 

All five start¬ 
ers scored for Green 
County in the open¬ 
ing period, led by Col¬ 
ton Bush’s five points. 
Corbin Suratt, Chad 
Emmons and Domin¬ 
ique Compton had four 
each and Levi Murphy 
added two points in the 
first quarter. 

Green County al¬ 
most played a foul-free 
first quarter as they 
committed only one 
personal foul. 

In the second quar¬ 
ter, Caverna regrouped 
and combined with 
Compton’s second per¬ 
sonal foul, the Colonels 
took their first lead at 
26-25 with 4:47 to go in 
the period. With Comp¬ 
ton on the bench, the 
Dragons held the ball 
for about two minutes 
as Caverna’s defense 
sat back and left them 
alone. 

The slow-down didn’t 
give much scoring op¬ 
portunity as the Drag¬ 
ons only scored seven 
points in the quarter, 
four from Compton, 





two from Murphy and 
a free throw from re¬ 
serve Isaac Landis. 
Green County led at 
halftime 30-26. 

Caverna started 
the second half with a 
run of their own. The 
Colonels scored the 
first twelve points of 
the half, resulting in a 
42-26 lead before Su- 
ratt’s free throw came 
at 4:35 to go in the third 
quarter. That quarter- 
opening barrage of 
points was not quite a 
knock-out punch for the 
Dragons as they came 
back with their own 
mini-rally late in the 
third quarter, scoring 
seven of the last nine 
points of the quarter to 
cut the Caverna lead to 
50-41. 

Suratt’s bucket to 
begin the fourth quar¬ 
ter drew the Dragons 
to within seven, 50-43, 
but that was as close 
as the Dragons would 
get for the rest of the 
game. Even though

maintained roads. 

“While we performed 
snow and ice mainte¬ 
nance multiple rounds 
on each route, especial¬ 
ly on primary routes, 
my best guess on total 
miles is between 850- 
900 miles total worked 
over the period when 
combining treating and 
plowing operations,” 
said Chris Jessie, KYTC 
public information offi¬ 
cer with the District 4 
office in Elizabethtown. 

Local businesswom¬ 
an Linda Martel, who 
often crossed county 
lines in the past, said the 
effort by all road main¬ 
tenance crews from the 
city, county and state, 
are very efficient, espe¬ 
cially compared to other 
counties. 

“The Green County 
road crews are spectac¬ 
ular,” she said. “If I was 
driving with my eyes 
closed, I could tell you 
when I hit the county 
line.” 

Frank said others 


have noticed the same 
thing. 

“We get calls all the 
time from people from 
other counties bragging 
on our roads,” Judge 
Frank said. “And they 
have bigger budgets, 
more workers and more 
equipment than we 
do. It’s just a matter of 
wanting to do a good 
job.” 

Even so, with the in¬ 
tensity and duration of 
the storm that dumped 
more than a foot of snow 
on the county in two 
waves, local volunteers 
played a major role in 
helping keep county 
roads clear and check¬ 
ing on neighbors. 

“We had a lot of people 
volunteer to help, and a 
few who we paid to use 
their tractor and back- 
hoes because without 
them, we wouldn’t be 
done yet,” Frank said of 
the county’s efforts. 

Manycitizensworked 
around the clock to 
clear driveways includ¬ 


ing a group from the 
Mennonite community 
who worked with the 
Greensburg Council on 
Aging to assist elderly 
residents. 

Emergency agen¬ 
cies and volunteers 
with four-wheel-drive 
vehicles patrolled the 
roadways helping get 
stranded motorists 
back on the road and 
home. The Greensburg 
Police Department used 
its Homeland Secu¬ 
rity surplus humvee to 
tow stranded motorists 
and the Green County 
Sheriff’s Department 
loaned its humvee to 
the Green County Res¬ 
cue Squad which used it 
and private vehicles to 
transport dialysis and 
chemotherapy patients 
and health care workers 
to medical facilities. 

In all, the county used 
500 tons of road salt, 
about half the supply on 
hand, Frank said. 

“They are currently 
in the process of buying

more to keep the stock 
up,” he said. “This one 
snow storm is likely to 
cost us $75,000. FEMA 
will pay part of that 
money back in a year or 
two, if they take a no¬ 
tion.” 

The state highway 
crew at Green County’s 
KYTC Maintenance Fa¬ 
cility used 449tons of salt 
at a cost of $38,079.69 
and 2,345 gallons of cal¬ 


cium chloride at a cost of 
$1,876, Jessie said. The 
crew has 2,165 gallons of 
calcium chloride and 781 
tons of salt on hand with 
more on order which will 
nearly fill capacity. 

Greensburg Mayor 
Lisle Cheatham said 
the city maintenance 
crew worked 327 hours 
of overtime and spread 
75 tons of salt on city 
streets. The storm cost 


the city approximately 
$19,000 including costs 
for public works, police 
department and Green 
County E-911 Center 
overtime, he said. 

Since the storm, de¬ 
partments have been 
working to repair equip¬ 
ment because dealing 
with snow removal as 
stressful on machinery 
as it is people, Frank 
said.

House Bill 152 is 
generally referred to as 
the “AT&T Bill,” and it 
largely deregulates the 
telecommunications in¬ 
dustry at the state level. 
This would enable these 
companies to better fo¬ 
cus on next-generation 
services like cell phones 
and internet-based call¬ 
ing. 

There are built-in 
protections for rural ar¬ 
eas. Landline services 
would be maintained, 
but the telecommunica¬ 
tions companies would 
not be required to ex¬ 
tend new lines. Rural 


customers that switch 
to new services but de¬ 
cide they want to return 
to their landlines would 
also have 60 days to 
act. 

Several of the bills 
the House approved last 
week have been through 
our chamber before. 
House Bill443, for exam¬ 
ple, would make it easier 
for state government to 
partner with private 
industry to accomplish 
a public purpose. This 
bill was vetoed last year 
over a dispute regard¬ 
ing potential tolls for 
a Northern Kentucky 


bridge, but the current 
bill does not contain that 
provision. 

House Bill 60 would 
increase use of ignition- 
interlock systems, to 
better ensure those 
convicted of DUI do not 
drive intoxicated if a 
judge grants them this 
form of a hardship li¬ 
cense. This legislation 
would also require the 
driver to be enrolled in 
a substance abuse treat¬ 
ment program. 

House Bill 40 would 
expand the state’s ex¬ 
pungement process to 
include most Class “D”

felonies. This would 
enable those affected - 
nearly 175,000 people, 
according to Kentucky 
State Police - to re¬ 
quest a court remove 
this crime from their 
record if more than five 
years have passed since 
the end of their punish¬ 
ment. As it is, many of 
these people are finding 
it difficult to find work or 
volunteer in their child’s 
school, even if their 
crime took place years 
if not decades earlier. 

One of the new pieces 
of legislation approved 


last week - House Bill 
168 - would restore the 
three-tier system for 
brewing, distributing 
and selling beer to cus¬ 
tomers, bringing it in 
line with the same set 
of rules governing Ken¬ 
tucky’s wine and dis¬ 
tilled spirits industries. 

These distinct barri¬ 
ers were enacted in the 
wake of Prohibition, but 
a dispute arose last year 
when Anheuser-Busch 
InBev bought a distribu¬ 
torship in Owensboro to 
go with one it has had 
in Louisville since 1978. 


Smaller brewers worry 
that if large breweries 
like AB InBev continue 
buying up Kentucky’s 
beer distributors, they 
will have a more diffi¬ 
cult time getting their 
product into stores. 

This week is the last 
full one of this year’s leg¬ 
islative session, so the 
time to let me know your 
thoughts or concerns 
about the bills before us 
is nearing the end.

Youthfest is postponed

The Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly crossed 
another mile marker 
this week by reaching 
the deadline for the in¬ 
troduction of new bills 
in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. The Senate 
crossed a similar dead¬ 
line on Feb. 13. 

With these two dead¬ 
lines in the rear-view 
mirror, Kentuckians 
now have a more com¬ 
plete view of the issues 
lawmakers will take 
up this year. A total of 
752 bills have entered 
into the legislative pro¬ 
cess in the Senate and 
House combined, con¬ 
firming what has been 
apparent to anyone 
who follows the news 
out of Frankfort: there 
are a lot of big issues on 
the agenda this year. 

Both the Senate and 
House have already 
weighed in on one of 
the largest issues with 
each chamber pass¬ 
ing its own bill to deal 
with the state’s heroin 
epidemic. Both bills 
feature stronger sen¬ 
tences for dealers and 
more treatment op¬ 
tions for addicts. But 
there are a number of 
differences in the finer 
points of the Senate 
and House bills. 

Among the differ¬ 
ences are the ways 
each chamber would 
punish traffickers. The 
Senate measure, SB 
1, would make traf¬ 
ficking any amount of 
heroin a Class C felony. 
The House bill, HB 213, 
recognizes three levels 
of heroin trafficking, 
with escalating penal¬ 
ties based on how much 
traffickers had in their 
possession. 

Another difference 
is that the House bill, 
unlike the Senate bill, 
would give local gov¬ 
ernments the option 
of establishing needle- 
exchange programs. 
Supporters say pro¬ 
grams allowing heroin 
addicts to exchange 
used needles for new 
ones at local health 
departments have a 
proven record of curb¬ 
ing the transmission of 
diseases like HIV and 
hepatitis C. Support¬ 
ers also say the pro¬ 
grams that bringing 
addicts into health de¬ 
partments gives them 
an opportunity to seek 
help with their addic¬ 
tions. Opponents say 
needle exchanges en¬ 
able addicts and send 
the wrong message 
about tolerance for il¬ 
legal drug use. 

Lawmakers are 
looking to bridge the 


differences in their 
anti-heroin measures 
in time to send a bill 
to the governor before 
a scheduled veto recess 
begins on March 10. 

Issues taken up in 
legislative chambers 
this week include: 

Teachers’retirement 
system. HB 4 would 
authorize the state to 
issue $3.3 billion in 
bonds to reduce the 
$ 14 billion unfunded li¬ 
ability of the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement 
System. The legisla¬ 
tion passed the House 
on a 62-31 vote and has 
been sent to the Senate 
for consideration. 

Students. SB 10 
would allow high school 
juniors and seniors to 
use Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence Schol¬ 
arship money during 
high school. Student 
earning college credit 
through dual-credit 
coursescoulduseKEES 
money they’ve earned 
to pay for up to six col¬ 
lege credit hours. SB 10 
has been approved by 
the House and sent to 
the Senate. 

Gambling. SB 28 
would make it clear in 
the law that it’s illegal 
for so-called Internet 
Cafes to sell Internet 
access to play comput¬ 
er-based, casino-style 
games, or sweepstakes, 
in which customers can 
win cash prizes. The 
bill passed the Senate 
and has been sent to 
the House. 

Elections. SB 93 
would let Kentucky 
voters decide on a pro¬ 
posed constitutional 
amendment that would 


move Kentucky’s elec¬ 
tions for governor to 
even-numbered years. 
Elections would also 
be moved to even- 
numbered years for the 
Treasurer, Auditor of 
Public Accounts, Attor¬ 
ney General, Secretary 
of State and Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture. 
SB 93 was approved 
by the Senate and has 
been sent to the House 
for consideration. 

Debt. SB 94 would 
limit general fund sup¬ 
ported debt to 6 per¬ 
cent of general fund 
revenue. The road fund 
is not included, agency 
debt is not included 
and there is a provi¬ 
sion that would allow 
the governor to declare 
a state of emergency to 
go over the debt limit. 
The bill was approved 
in the Senate and sent 
to the House. 

Early childhood 
development. Early 
child care and educa¬ 
tion programs would 
be mandated to follow 
a state quality-based 
rating system under 
House Bill 234. The 
bill was approved in 
the House and deliv¬ 
ered to the Senate for 
consideration. 

Public-private part¬ 
nerships. House Bill 
442 would allow state 
government to partner 
with private compa¬ 
nies on major building 
projects. The bill was 
approved in the House 
and has been sent to 
the Senate for consid¬ 
eration.

It is the time of year 
anglers must make an 
investment in their 
future fishing. Cur¬ 
rent 2014-2015 fish¬ 
ing licenses expire this 
weekend. If you plan to 
fish on or after March 1, 
you’ll need a new fish¬ 
ing license. 

A Kentucky resident 
annual fishing license 
sets you back $20. This 
isn’t as cheap as it was 
20 years ago, but it is 
still a great bargain for 
all you receive in re¬ 
turn. 

“We do not receive 
General Fund state tax 
dollars for our funding,” 
said Jeff Ross, assistant 
director of fisheries for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Our 
funding is reliant on 
license sales and the 
federal monies that go 
along with them. The 
anglers of Kentucky 
fund the fisheries divi¬ 
sion.” 

For each fishing 
license sold, the fed¬ 
eral government sends 
monies back to Ken¬ 
tucky from excise taxes 
on fishing tackle, troll¬ 
ing motors, electronic 
sonar units for boats, 
commonly called fish 
finders, and boat motor 


winter weather con¬ 
ditions. 

This year’s event, 
themed, “Anchored,” 
is set to kick-off Fri¬ 
day, April 24 at 6 
p.m. CST and con¬ 
tinue April 25 and 
26 taking turns at 


fuels. 

The Federal Aid in 
Sport Fish Restoration 
Act is the legislation 
empowering the collec¬ 
tion of monies and dis¬ 
persal back to the fish¬ 
eries divisions of state 
wildlife agencies across 
the country. 

“It is a user pay and 
user return system,” 
Ross said. “The anglers 
pay the money up front 
and they get it back in 
what our fisheries di¬ 
vision does to benefit 
fish populations across 
Kentucky.” Funding 
from fishing license 
sales powers the an¬ 
nual stocking of over 
5.5 million fish in Ken¬ 
tucky waters. 

These monies fund 
the operation of the two 
hatcheries that provide 
fish for the Fishing in 
Neighborhoods stock¬ 
ings of bass, catfish, 
bluegill and trout. 

“Without these 
hatcheries, several 
popular sport fish spe¬ 
cies such as hybrid 
striped bass wouldn’t 
exist in Kentucky,” 
Ross said. 

Funding from the 
sale ofKentucky fishing 
licenses facilitated the 
planning and construc¬ 
tion of Cedar Creek 
Lake, Kentucky’s only 
lake managed for tro¬ 
phy largemouth bass.

Not everyone has 
to purchase a fishing 
license. Kentucky resi¬ 
dents fishing a pond or 
lake on land they own 
don’t need a fishing li¬ 
cense, but their guests, 
and even blood rela¬ 
tives, must have a valid 
fishing license. 

Those who live out¬ 
side of Kentucky, but 
own land here, must 
still purchase a fishing 
license. 

Those who intend to 
keep trout or plan to fish 
the Cumberland River 
below Wolf Creek Dam 
must purchase a $10 
trout permit. Kentucky 
residents certified as 
disabled or those 65 or 
older get their fishing 
license and trout per¬ 
mit with the $5 senior/ 
disabled license. 

Remember to buy 
your fishing license if 
you plan to fish after 
this coming Sunday, 
March 1. You may 
purchase your fish¬ 
ing license in person 
at tackle stores, in the 
sporting goods section 
of major department 
stores and at county 
clerk offices across 
Kentucky. You may also 
buy a fishing license 24 
hours a day by calling 
1-877-598-2401 or on¬ 
line at the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife web¬ 
site at fw.ky.gov.

Notice of Tennessee Gas Pipeline Company, L.L.C.’s Proposed Abandonment and Capacity 
Restoration Project 



Take notice that on February 13, 2015, Tennessee Gas Pipeline Company, L.L.C. (“Tennessee”) 
filed with the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (“Commission”) an application for a 
certificate of public convenience and necessity (“Application”), pursuant to Sections 7(b) and 
7(c) of the Natural Gas Act, to abandon by sale certain mainline facilities, located in Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, and Ohio, and to construct, install, modify, operate, 
and maintain certain mainline facilities located in Ohio and Kentucky, as described in more detail 
below (referred to herein as the “Abandonment and Capacity Restoration Project” or the 
“Project”). The Commission assigned Docket No. CP15-88-000 to the certificate proceeding. 
Tennessee, a subsidiary of Kinder Morgan Inc., is an interstate natural gas transmission pipeline 
company that is subject to the jurisdiction of the Commission. Tennessee has been in operation 
since 1943 and its principal office is located at 1001 Louisiana Street, Houston, Texas 77002. 

The facilities to be abandoned in place consist primarily of one of multiple looped parallel 
pipelines that comprise approximately 964 miles of older vintage, mainline pipeline facilities 
between Natchitoches Parish, Louisiana, and Columbiana County, Ohio (these facilities are 
referred to herein as the “Abandoned Line”), as more completely described in Tennessee’s 
Application. In order to replace the capacity that would otherwise be lost by abandoning the 
Abandoned Line, Tennessee proposes to construct and operate: (i) approximately 7.6 miles of 
new pipeline looping in Carter and Lewis counties, Kentucky; (ii) four new compressor stations, 
all in Ohio; (iii) additional compression at one existing compressor station in Kentucky; and (iv) 
additional compression at one compressor station proposed in a separate docket (Docket No. 
CP15-77-000) to be constructed by Tennessee in Kentucky (collectively, referred to herein as the 
“Replacement Facilities”), as more completely described in the Application. The construction of 
the Replacement Facilities will allow Tennessee to maintain service to its existing firm 
customers. Tennessee proposes to commence construction of the Replacement Facilities and 
begin the reconfiguration of its system by late first quarter of 2016. 

Tennessee is requesting that the Commission issue a final order granting the requested 
authorizations by February 15, 2016. The issuance of the requested authorizations by that date 
will allow Tennessee to construct the Replacement Facilities and to carry out the activities 
necessary to abandon the Abandoned Line facilities by late 2017. During construction, 
restoration, and mitigation activities for the Project, Tennessee will follow the Commission’s 
Upland Erosion Control Re vegetation and Maintenance Plan (May 2013 version) and the 

Commission’s Wetland and Waterbody Construction and Mitigation Procedures (May 2013 
version) .

Kynect opens special enrollment period through April

The state health- 
insurance exchange, 
Kynect, is reopening en¬ 
rollment in March and 
April to allow signups 
by Kentuckians who dis¬ 
covered that not having 
health insurance means 
they have to pay a fed¬ 


eral tax penalty. 

“We believe that many 
Kentuckians did not re¬ 
alize those who do not 
obtain health coverage 
could face significant 
penalties when they file 
their taxes,” Gov. Steve 
Beshear said in a news 
release. And given that 
the personal risks of not 
having health coverage 


are even greater than 
the penalties, we have 
decided to continue a 
special enrollment pe¬ 
riod to allow those in¬ 
dividuals more time to 
sign up.” 

The penalty for not 
having health coverage 
last year is 1 percent of 
income, or $95 for each 
adult in the household 


and $47.50for each child, 
whichever is greater. For 
2015, the penalty will 
be 2 percent or $325 for 
each adult and $167.50 
for each child. 

“Individuals taking 
advantage of this spe¬ 
cial enrollment period 
will still owe a fee for 
any months they were 
uninsured and did not 


qualify for an exemp¬ 
tion in 2014 and 2015,” 
the news release warns. 
“This special enrollment 
period is designed to al¬ 
low such individuals the 
opportunity to get cov¬ 
ered for the remainder of 
the year and avoid addi¬ 
tional fees for 2015.” 

If your household in¬ 
come is between 100 and 


138 percent of the feder¬ 
al poverty level, which 
makes you eligible for 
expanded Medicaid, you 
will still be charged a 
penalty if you don’t sign 
up. 

Medicaid enrollment 
is open year-round, but 
the special enrollment 
for private insurance 
will end April 30.
